Did Speaker Crisp find in his Christ¬ 
mas stocking something from Mr. 
Cleveland* It is said here that he did. 
end that it was nothing leas than tbe 
assurance of the President-elect that he 
neither bad nor expected t<* have a can¬ 
didate for 8p«*ker of the next House, 
and would be pleased to see Mr. Crisp 
re-elected. Neither those who are re¬ 
garded as confidential friends of tbe 
Hpeaker nor those who enjoy tbe same 
relations with the President-elect will 
talk for publication about this reported 
endorsement of Mr. Crisps candidacy, 
but It ia known that a movement has 
been engineered by mutual friends of 
the Speaker and of tbe President-elect, 
tbe sole object of which was to bring 
about that endorsement and avoid tbe 
fight which baa seemed to be Impending 
over the Speakership of tbe next House. 
Mr. Crisp want to New York this 
week, It Is said, upon Mr. Cleveland's 
Invitation. 

It was tb'a movement which brought 
out the announcement several days ago 
that 14U of the 217 Democrats elected to 
the next House had informally declared 
their preference for Mr. Crisp for Speak¬ 
er. It is said that this announcement 
was made as a Anal argument towards 
convincing Mr. Cleveland thut it would 
l*e good policy for him to endorse the 
candidacy of Mr. Crisp, and that he had 
been assured before that Mr. Crisp was 
willing to pledge himself to be guided in 
tariff and financial matters by his advice. 

Representative Springer, who will 
probably continue at the beud of tbe 
House Ways and Means Committee If 
Mr. Crlap Is re-elected Speaker, unless 
the talk of having the Committee as¬ 
signments made by caucus, as in the 
Hecate, shall materialize into u rule, has 
already jumped down on the Cleveland 
side of the tariff fence, by declaring him¬ 
self ia favor of a general tariff bill, in¬ 
stead of a number of bills each attacking 
single clauses of the tariff, such as 
were passed by tbe Hous«* at the Iasi 
session. 

The attempt to get up some excite¬ 
ment in Administration clrctea because of 
the alleged violation of n treaty between 
Greut Britian and this country prohib¬ 
iting either nation placing war-ships on 
the great lakes was not a shining 
success. It was agreed generally that 
even if Canada's armed revenue cutters 
are properly classable as war-ships we 
would have no good reason to complain, 
tor the very simple reusou dial the 
Treasury and Navy Department^ have 
the plans already drawn for two levenue 
cutters, and the bill appropriating the 
money to bu Id them has l*een passed by 
the Senate, for service on the gient 
lakes, which, wheu completed, will be 
as distinctly war-vessels as any in our 
navy. 

It io a mailer for general congratula¬ 
tion that partisan polities has been 
kept out of the immigration question. 
The House and Senate committees are 
practically of one mhid, and the differ¬ 
ent bills approved, one by the Senate 
and the other by the House committee 
ouo suspending immigration for one 
year, and the other authorizing the 
President to suspend it wheuevtr and 
for as long as he deems necessary have 
precisely the same end in view. These 
committees are also taking advantage of 
the holiday recess to obtain more im¬ 
migration information. They appointed 
one joint eub-commitlee to go on an in¬ 
vestigating tour to Cubs, and auotber to 
confer with Treasury officials having 
obarge of immigration. The news that 
cholera has again broken out iu Ham¬ 
burg adds to the importance aad 
to the certainty of this legislation". 

It is expected that silver will occupy a 
prominent place in the deliberations of 
Congress almost as soon as the recess is 
over A strong effort Is now being 
made, supported by, ail the influence of 
the Administration, and also by all the 
Influence that Mr. Cleveland can com¬ 
mand, to bring about the repeal of the 
8herman Silver Law, or at least a sus¬ 
pension of the purchase of silver bullion. 
Senator Stewart is authority for the 
statement that any change except that to 
the free and unlimited coinage of silver 
will be fought by the silver men; he has 
a free-coinage amendment to Senator 
Hill’s bill, providing foi a repeal of the 
Sherman Law, now |>ending in the 
Senate, and, as the amendment 
will have to be voted on first, the 
Senate will have an opportunity to vote 
for free coinage if the bill is called up. 
Senator McPherson’s resolution provid¬ 
ing for a suspension of the purchase of 
sliver bullion will probably be the first in 
the field. The petitions from Eastern 
bankers, now pouriug into Washington, 
making that the purchase of silver be 
suspended, are having a contrary effect 
to that Intended by those who send 
um. 

Notwithstanding the extraordinary ef¬ 
forts that are being made by its oppo¬ 
nents to form combinations to side-track 
the Anti-Option bill without voting uj>on 
It. Senator W ashburn assured your cor¬ 
respondent that he felt certain it would 
be passed before January 15.
